FOR   THE 
CANADIAN  OFFICERS  TRAINING  CORPS 

1913 

I— GENERAL  PRINCIPLES. 

Object 

1.  The  primary  object  of  the  Canadian  Officers  Training 
Corps  is  to  provide  students  at  Universities*  and  Colleges 
with  a  standardized  measure  of  elementary  military  training, 
with  a  view  to  their  eventually  applying  for  commissions  in 
the  active  militia.  It  should  therefore  be  understood  that 
the  aim  of  every  university  which  provides  a  contingent  for 
the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps  must  be  to  provide  as 
many  officers  for  the  active  militia  as  possible. 

Recognition  of  Proficiency. 

2.  Gentlemen  who,  on  being  recommended  for  commis- 
sions in  the  active  militia,  can  produce  certificates  of  pro- 
ficiency in  the  Officers  Training  Corps,  will  be  exempted  from 
certain  examinations  required  of  other  officers.  By  means 
of  the  facilities  thus  offered  to  men  who  wish  to  ser\^e  their 
country  with  the  least  possible  interference  with  their  civil 
career,  it  is  hoped  that  the  supply  of  officers  may  be  increased 
and  that  units  may  not  only  be  complete  in  officers  on  mobili- 
zation, but  also  have  a  surplus  in  the  junior  commissioned 
rank  in  order  to  make  good  the  losses  that  will  occur  in  war. 
The  value  of  the  above-mentioned  certificates  of  proficiency 
lies  in  their  being  the  guarantee  of  a  certain  period  of  consecu- 
tive training  of  a  nature  calculated  to  produce  good  officers. 


♦The  term  "University"  in  these  regulations  will  include  any  College, 
not  a  university,  where  a  contingent  of  the  C.O.T.C  is  organized. 
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II_CONSTITUTION 

Composition 

3.  The  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps  consists  of 
contingents  at  those  universities  whose  offer  has  been  accept- 
ed by  the  Governor-in-Council. 

The  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps  is  organized  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  22  of  the  Militia  Act,  1904. 

Conditions  of  Eligibility  to  Join 

4.  A  university  desiring  to  furnish  a  contingenet  must 
possess  a  committee  of  military  education  officially  recognized 
by  the  university  authorities,  and  certain  officers  of  the 
contingent  must  be  ex-officio  members  of  this  committee. 

No  contingent  will  be  admitted  to  the  Canadian  Officers 
Training  Corps  unless  it  fulfills  the  above-mentioned  qualifica- 
tions, accepts  the  regulations  herein  laid  down,  and  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Militia  Council,  capable  of  carrying  out  the  work 
prescribed. 

Application 

5.  A  university  wishing  to  furnish  a  contingent  should 
apply  to  the  divisional  or  district  commander  in  whose  com- 
mand the  university  is  situated.  (For  application  form  see 
Appendix  I.) 

Disbandment 

6.  The  Governor-in  Council  may  disband  any  unit  of  the 
Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps  should  it  be  considered  that 
its  retention  is  not  desirable  in  view  of  the  object  with  which 
that  corps  is  established. 

Military    Committee 

7.  The  Committee  of  Military  Education  will  consist  of 
the  following : 

President — A  Dean  (or,  similar  official). 

Members — Two  or  more  university  members  (one  of 'whom 
should  be  the  Senior  Officer  of  the  contingent) .  A  representa- 
tive of  the  General  Staff. 

Secretary — The  Adjutant  of  the  unit. 


The  President  and  university  members  of  the  Military 
Committee  will  be  nominated  by  the  head  of  the  university, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Militia  Council. 

The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Military  Committee 
are  defined  as  follows '. 

(a)  To  co-ordinate  the  work  of  the  contingent  with  that 
of  the  university  generally; 

(b)  To  administer  and  control  the  expenditure  of  funds 
of  the  contingent  (from  whatever  source  derived)  ; 

(c)  To  arrange  for  the  theoretical  instruction  of  officers 
and  members  of  the  contingent  by  a  course  of  lectures 
on  military  subjects. 

III_CONTROL 

Control. 

8.  For  all  purposes  of  organization,  control,  administra- 
tion, discipline  and  training,  the  Canadian  Officers  Training 
Corps  is  under  the  Divisional  or  District  Commander  in  whose 
command  the  university  is  situated. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  regulations, 
officers  and  members  of  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps 
will  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  "King's  Regulations  and 
Orders  for  the  Canadian  Militia." 

Relation  with  Local  Military  Units 

9.  In  asmuch  as  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps  is 
intended  to  become  one  of  the  principal  sources  from  which 
officers  for  the  Active  Militia  will  be  drawn,  it  will  be  to  the 
mutual  advantage  of  each  that  the  relations  between  a  con- 
tingent of  the  Canadian  Officers'  Training  Corps  and  other  local 
units  of  the  active  Militia  should  be  as  close  as  possible. 

IV— ORGANIZATION 

General 

10.  In  cases  where  a  university  comprises  practically 
autonomous  colleges,  situated  at  different  places  in  Canada,  a 
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separate  contingent  may  be  formed  in  each  of  the  different 
colleges. 

Personnel 

11.  The  personnel  of  this  corps  will  consist  of: 

(a)  Officers  who  will  hold  commissioned  rank  in  the  active 
Militia ; 

(b)  Members*  who  will  be  enlisted  in  the  active  Militia. 

Internal   Organization 

12.  Each  contingent  will  be  organized  in  one  or  more  in- 
fantry companies.  When  there  are  more  than  three  companies, 
it  will  be  organized  as  a  battalion. 

If  it  is  desired  to  increase  the  number  of  companies, 
in  a  contingent,  sanction  must  be  obtained  from  Militia  head- 
quarters. This  will  not  be  granted  unless  it  is  considered  that 
the  strength  of  the  contingent  justifies  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  companies. 

Establishments 

13.  The  detailed  establishment  or  personnel  of  a  com- 
pany and  a  battalion  staff  will  be  published  annually  in  Regi- 
mental Establishments  of  the  Canadian  Militia  and  is  given  in 
Appendix  II  hereof  for  convenience  of  reference. 

Precedence 

14.  The  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps  will  be  shown 
in  the  Militia  List  at  the  head  of  the  infantry  of  the  active 
Militia. 

V— CONDITIONS  OF  SERVICE. 

OFFICERS 
GENERAL  CONDITIONS 

Classes    of   Officers 

15.  Officers  doing  duty  with  the  Canadian  Officers  Train- 
ing Corps  may  belong  to  any  of  the  following  classes : 

*The  term  "members"  in  these  regulations  does  not  include  Officers. 
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(a)  Officers  who  are  gazetted  to  commissions  in  the  active 
Militia  and  appointed  to  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps ; 

(b)  Officers  of  other  units  of  the  active  Militia  who  have 
been  seconded  for  service  with  the  Canadian  Officers  Training 
Corps ; 

(c)  Officers  of  other  units  of  the  active  Militia  who  are 
temporarily  attached  for  duty  with  the  Canadian  Officers 
Training  Corps. 

Conditions  of  Service 

16.  Officers  will  have,  as  individuals,  the  same  liability 
for  service  as  other  officers  of  the  Active  Militia.  Their  ser- 
vices on  embodiment  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Militia 
Council. 

Privileges,  etc. 

17.  Officers  will  enjoy  the  privileges  and  precedence  and 
will  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  conditions  with  regard  to  first 
appointment  and  retireement,  laid  down  in  the  regulations  for 
the  Active  Militia. 

Eligibility 

18.  The  officers  of  a  contingent  will  be  members  of  the 
university  staff,  except  that  in  the  case  of  Captains  and  Lieu- 
tenants undergraduates  may  be  appointed. 

It  is  desired  that  the  Adjutant  should  have  previous 
military  experience. 

Qualifications 

19.  Officers  of  the  class  referred  to  in  Par.  15  (a)  will 
be  required  to  qualify  for  their  rank,  as  laid  down  for  other 
officers  of  the  Active  Militia  in  King's  Regulations  and 
Orders,  Appendix  VI,  or  they  may  obtain  Certificate  A  or  B 
under  the  same  conditions  as  laid  down  for  members  of  the 
Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps.  They  will  not  be  appoint- 
ed, except  provisionally,  until  so  qualified. 

APPOINTMENT 
First  Appointment 

20.  Recommendations  for  first  appointment  of  gentle- 
men wishing  to  serve  as  laid  down  in  Par.  15  (a)  will  be  for- 


warded  on  M.F.B.  287  by  the  president  of  tl  Military  Com- 
mittee to  the  Divisional  or  District  Commas.. sr  for  submis- 
sion to  the  Militia  Council. 

Commissions  to  Members 

21.  Members  of  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps 
who  are  recommended  for  commissions  under  Par.  15  (a), 
must  have  qualified  in  examination  for  Certificate  "A." 

Seconding  of  Officers 

22.  Applications  for  the  services  of  officers  belonging  to 
the  other  units  of  the  Active  Militia,  as  laid  down  in  Par.  15 
(b)  will  be  forwarded  by  the  president  of  the  Military  Com- 
mittee to  the  Divisional  or  District  Commander,  for  submis- 
sion to  the  Militia  Council. 

Before  transmission  to  Militia  Headquarters,  the  concur- 
rence of  the  officer  commanding  the  unit  concerned  is  to  be 
obtained,  and  if  this  unit  is  outside  the  command  to  which 
the  contingent  belongs,  the  concurrence  of  that  Divisional  or 
District  Commander  is  also  to  be  obtained. 

Attachment  of  Officers 

23.  The  temporary  attachment  of  officers  referred  to 
in  Par.  15  (c)  may  be  allowed  with  the  consent  of  their  com- 
manding officers,  so  long  as  this  does  not  interfere  with  the 
performance  of  their  duties  with  their  own  units.  Applica- 
tions will  be  forwarded  as  in  Par.  22.  When  an  officer  of  the 
Active  Militia  is  so  attached,  he  will  not  be  required  to  parade 
with  his  own  unit,  except  that  he  must  accompany  that  unit 
on  all  occasions  when  it  goes  into  camp. 

PROMOTION 

Promotion 

24.  Promotion  will  be  governed  by  the  establishment  of 
contingents,  and,  as  a  rule,  will  be  according  to  seniority  in 
the  contingent.  All  applications  for  promotion  should  be  for- 
warded on  M.F.B.  287,  to  the  Divisional  or  District  Com- 
mander to  the  Militia  Council. 
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Seconded  Officers 

25.  In  the  case  of  officers  seconded  for  service  with  the 
Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps,  promotion  to  local  rank 
only  may  be  given.  This  local  rank  does  not  carry  seniority 
outside  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps,  and  the  officer's 
seniority  in  the  unit  of  the  Active  Militia  to  which  he  belongs 
will  not  be  affected. 

Attached    Officers 

26.  Officers  temporarily  attached  may  be  promoted,  as 
in  Par.  25. 

RETIREMENT  OR  RESIGNATION 

27.  An  officer  of  the  class  referred  to  in  Par.  15  (a)  who 
finds  it  necessary  to  terminate  his  service  with  a  contingent, 
should  notify  the  fact  to  his  Commanding  Officer,  who  will  for- 
ward his  recommendation  on  M.F.B.  287  to  the  Divisional  or 
District  Commander,  stating  whether  he  recommends  the 
officer : 

(1)  To  be  transferred  to  another  unit; 

(2)  To  be  transferred  to  the  Reserve  of  Officers; 

(3)  To  be  retired; 

(4)  To  be  allowed  to  resign  his  commission. 

MEMBERS 
Liability  to   Service 

28.  The  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps  forms  no  part 
of  the  organization  for  war  and  will  not  be  called  out  for  active 
service  as  a  corps.  In  case  of  a  "levee  en  masse"  its  members 
are  liable  to  military  services  under  the  Militia  Act  in  the  same 
way  as  all  other  male  inhabitants  of  Canada. 

Enlistment 

29.  Members  will  be  enlisted  for  service  in  the  Canadian 
Officers  Training  Corps  as  laid  down  in  King's  Regulations  and 
Orders  for  men  of  the  Active  Militia. 

Discharge 

30.  Members  on  severing  their  connection  with  the  Cana- 
dian Officers   Training  Corps  will  be  granted  their  discharge,

in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Militia  Act,  on  Militia 
Form  B.  423. 

Eligibility 

31.  Members  need  not  be  confined  to  students  of  a  uni- 
versity, but  may  be  open,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Military 
Committee,  to  gentlemen  who,  though  not  students  of  the 
university,  are  desirous  of  gaining  the  certificates  of  pro- 
ficiency obtainable  in  the  Canadian  Officers   Training  Corps. 

Promotion 

32.  The  promotion  of  members  to  non-commissioned  rank 
will  rest  with  the  ofl^cers  commanding  contingents,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  authorized  establishments.     (See  Appendix  II). 

No  member  will  be  promoted  to  the  rank  of  sergeant 
unless  he  is  "efficient." 

Battalion  Staff 

33.  Appointment  in  the  non-commissioned  ranks  to 
the  battalion  staff  will  be  made  by  the  officer  commanding 
the  contingent. 

Service  in   O.T.C. 

34.  Service  performed  in  the  Officers  Training  Corps 
(British)  and  Certificate  "A"  or  '*B"  obtained  in  that  corps 
will  be  accepted  as  the  equivalent  of  the  same  service  or 
certificate  in  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps,  except 
for  the  purpose  of  claiming  allowances  and  grants  under  Sec- 
tion IX  of  these  Regulations. 

VI— TRAINING. 
Object   of  Training 

35.  The  object  of  all  training  in  the  Canaaian  Officers 
Training  Corps  is  to  bring  the  largest  possible  number  of 
students  up  to  the  standard  of  proficiency  indicated  by  the 
syllabus  laid  down  for  the  examination  for  Certificates  "A" 
and  "B.'' 

Responsibility 

36.  The  training  of  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps 
is  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Staff  Officer  of  the  com- 
mand.    Each  unit  will  be  trained  by  its  own  officers. 
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Instructions 

37.  A  non-commissioned  ofRcer  of  the  Permanent  Force 
will  be  detailed,  when  available,  for  instructional  duties  with 
a  contingent  of  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps. 

Nature  of  Training 

38.  Training  will  comprise: 

(a)  Instructional  parades  and  exercises. 

(b)  Musketry. 

(c)  Annual  training  in  camp   (voluntary). 

Parades 

39.  A  parade  will  consist  of  not  less  than  45  minutes 
actual  training  or  of  two  periods  of  not  less  than  30  minutes 
each.  Any  tactical  or  instructional  exercise  is  included  under 
this  heading.  If  the  exercise  is  of  not  less  than  three  hours' 
duration  it  will  count  as  two  parades,  but  no  single  day's  work 
will  be  reckoned  as  more  than  two  parades. 

Each  complete  day  spent  in  camp  will  count  as  a  parade 
up  to  a  maximum  of  12  days  annually. 

Officers 

40.  Inasmuch  as  the  training  of  members  is  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  year  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  of  each 
contingent,  it  is  desirable  that  officers  should  attend  all  drills 
at  which  their  company  is  present,  unless  excused  by  the 
officer  commanding  the  contingent. 

Regimental   Exercises 

41.  Regimental  exercises  will  be  organized  by  the  G.S.O. 
of  the  Division  or  District. 

Musketry 

42.  Units  r  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps  will 
carry  out  an  anuu. '  course  of  musketry  as  prescribed  in 
Appendix  IV. 

Camps 

43.  Facilities  will  be  afforded  annually  for  complete  sec- 
tions, companies  or  battalions  of  the  Canadian  Officers  Train- 
ing Corps,  under  their  own  officers,  voluntarily  to  attend  camp 
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for  not  more  than  12  days.  Members  should  be  encouraged 
to  attend  as  many  parades  as  possible  prior  to  annual  training 
in  camp. 

44.  Arrangements  for  camp  will  be  made  by  the  Divis- 
ional or  District  Commander. 

Each  camp  will  be  under  the  command  of  an  officer  of 
the  Permanent  Staff  or  Permanent  Force. 

Officers 

45.  Officers  not  attending  camp  with  their  contingent 
should  endeavor  either  to  perform  training  by  being  attached 
to  another  unit  of  the  Active  Militia,  or  to  attend  one  of  the 
courses  of  instruction  open  to  officers  of  tho  ^.tive  Militia,  as 
laid  down  in  "Courses  of  Instruction"  publish«  I  annually. 

Instruction 

46.  Members  who  are  in  possession  of  Certificate  "A"  may 
be  selected  by  officers  commanding  contingents  to  attend  a 
course  at  a  School  of  Musketry,  Signalling  or  Military  Engin- 
eering. Names  will  be  submitted  through  the  Divisional  or 
District  Commander. 

Lectures 

47.  In  order  to  assist  members  in  attaining  the  standard 
of  proficiency  required  from  candidates  for  certificates,  the 
Military  Committee  will  arrange  courses  of  lectures  on  the 
subjects  included  in  the  syllabus.  Attendance  at  these  lec- 
tures will  not  count  as  parades  for  purposes  of  efficiency. 

Inspections 

48.  Officers  commanding  contingents  will  apply  not  later 
than  the  1st  of  February  for  the  inspection  of  their  con- 
tingents, stating  what  dates  will  be  most  suitable.  Alterna- 
tive dates  should  be  given. 

VII— CONDITIONS  OF  EFFICIENCY. 

Definition  of  Efficiency 

49.  The  conditions  of  efficiency  will  be  as  follows: 

A  member  who  on  the  1st  of  August  in  any  year  has,  dur- 
ing the  preceding  twelve  months,  fulfilled  the  following  require- 
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ments,  will  be  deemed  to  have  performed  one  year's  efficient 
service  and  v^ill  be  classed  as  an  "efficient.'' 

(1)  Attended  not  less  than  25  instructional  parades  of 
his  unit,  of  at  least  45  minutes'  duration  each  (as 
a  recruit,  not  less  than  40  parades.) 

(2)  Undergone  the  prescribed  training  in  musketiy. 

Efficiency  of  Contingent 

50.  The  inspecting  officer  will  state  in  his  report  whether 
he  considers  the  contingent,  as  a  whole,  to  be  efficient.  The 
commanding  officer  or  inspecting  officer  has  power  to  direct 
that  a  member  shall  be  deemed  non-efficient  should  he  con- 
sider it  proper  to  do  so,  notwithstanding  that  the  member  may 
have  fulfilled  the  efficiency  conditions  laid  down  above. 

VIII— CERTIFICATES  OF  PROFICIENCY 

Certificates 

51.  Two  Certificates  of  Proficiency,  designated  respec- 
tively **A"  and  "B"  are  obtainable  by  members. 

These  certificates  are  a  guarantee  that  the  holder  has 
completed  a  certain  period  of  efficient  service  in  a  contingent 
of  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps,  and  that  he  has 
passed  the  written  and  oral  tests  prescribed  in  Appendix  III. 

Examinations 

52.  Written  examinations  in  connection  with  these  cer- 
tificates will  be  held  twice  each  year.  The  papers  will  be  set 
and  corrected  under  arrangements  made  by  Militia  Head- 
quarters, for  syllabus,  qualifying  marks,  dates  and  instruc- 
tions for  carrying  out  the  examinations,  see  Appendix  III. 

Eligibility  to  Attend  Examinations 

53.  A  member  may  undergo  the  examination  for  Cer- 
tificates "A"  at  any  time  after  he  has  completed  one  year's 
efficient  service. 

54.  A  member  will  not  be  eligible  to  undergo  the  examina- 
tion for  Certificate  "B"  until  he  has  passed  the  examination 
for  Certificate  ''A". 
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Grant  of  Certificate 

55.  A  certificate  will  not  be  granted  to  a  member  until  he 
has  performed  two  years'  efficient  service. 

Advantages 

56.  Members  who,  after  obtaining  one  or  both  certific- 
ates, accept  commissions  in  the  Permanent  Force  or  Active 
Militia  will  be  entitled  to  a  grant  as  in  Par.  63,  and  also  to 
the  following  advantages: 

PERMANENT  FORCE 

Certificate  "A" — Exemption  from  further  qualification  for 
the  rank  of  Lieutenant  (Infantry). 

Certificate  "B" — Exemption  from  further  qualification  i^r 
the  rank  of  Captain  (Infantry). 

Permanent  Force 

Certificate  "A" — Exemption  from  having  to  obtain  a 
qualifying  certificate  at  a  School  of  Instruction  before  attend- 
ing the  long  course. 

Certificate  *'B" — Exemption  as  for  Certificate  '*A",  and 
also  exemption  from  having  to  pass  the  test  examination 
before  admission  to  the  long  course. 

Active  Militia 

Certificate  "A" — Exemption  from  further  qualification  for 
the  rank  of  Lieutenant  (Infantry) . 

Certificate  "B" — Exemption  from  further  qualification  for 
the  rank  of  Captain  (Infantry) . 

IX~FINANCE. 

PAY  AND  ALLOWANCES 
General 

57.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  Regula- 
tions, officers  and  members  of  the  Canadian  Officers  Training 
Corps  will  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  *Tay  and 
Allowance  Regulations  of  the  Canadian  Militia." 

Officers 

58.  Officers  of  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps  will 
receive  the  same  rates  of  pay  as  other  officers  of  the  Active 
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Militia.     Pay  for  training  will  be  limited  to  a  maximum  of  16 
days  each  year. 

For  the  purpose  of  claiming  pay,  four  parades,  as  defined 
in  Par.  39,  will  be  equivalent  to  one  day. 

Members 

59.  Members  of  the  Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps 
will  only  receive  pay  for  training  for  the  number  of  days  they 
attend  an  authorized  camp  of  instruction,  not  exceeding  12 
days  each  year.  The  rates  of  pay  will  be  as  provided  for  non- 
commissioned officers  and  men  of  the  infantry,  except  that 
efficiency  pay  for  Active  Militia  will  not  be  granted  in  addi- 
tion to  pay  of  rank. 

Camps 

60.  Officers  and  members  authorized  to  attend  a  camp 
of  instruction  will  be  entitled  to  transport,  rations  and  other 
allowances  as  prescribed  for  in  the  Active  Militia. 

Musketry 

61.  An  allowance  for  transportation  to  and  from  rifle 
ranges  (not  exceeding  three  round  trips  per  annum)  and  for 
markers,  may  be  claimed  as  for  University  Rifle  Associations, 
but  no  member  can  claim  for  transportation  in  more  than  one 
organization.  Claims  made  for  these  services  will  show  the 
names  and  amounts  expended  by  each  member,  with  support- 
ing vouchers  for  members,  and  are  to  be  certified  as  correct 
by  the  officer  commanding  the  contingent. 

Course   of  Instruction 

62.  Officers  and  members  authorized  to  attend  a  course 
at  one  of  the  military  schools  of  instruction  will  be  granted 
transport  and  allowance,  as  prescribed  for  the  Active  Militia. 

CORPS  ALLOWANCES  AND  GRANTS 

Efficiency 

63.  A  yearly  capitation  grant  of  $5.00  will  be  paid  to 
the  Military  Committee  of  the  University  for  every  member 
qualified  as  ''efficient,"  in  accordance  with  Par.  49. 
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Fitting   Uniform 

A  grant  of  $1.00  will  be  paid  to  the  Military  Com- 
mittee of  the  University  for  each  member  on  first  joining  the 
Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps,  to  provide  for  the  fitting  of 
uniform.     This  grant  may  be  claimed  once  for  each  individual. 

Proficiency    Certificates 

64.  The  following  payments  will  be  made  to  members 
who  obtain  Proficiency  Certificates : 

On  being  granted  Certificate  ''A" $  5.00 

'*B" 10.00 

Grant   for    Commission 

65.  A  meniber  receiving  a  commission  in  the  Active 
Militia  (except  the  Canadian  Officers'  Training  Corps)  who 
undertakes  to  perform  annual  training,  will  receive  a  grant  of 
$20.00  after  completing  his  first  year's  annual  training  as  an 
officer. 

Services  Covered  by  Grants 

66.  No  payments,  other  than  those  authorized  above, 
will  be  made  by  the  Militia  Department  on  account  of  the 
following  services: 

(a)  Care  and  cleaning  of  equipment,  including  arms; 

(b)  Command  pay  or  drill  instruction  allowance; 

(c)  Stationery   and  postage    (except  militia  forms   and 

official  books; 

(d)  Care  and  maintenance  of  miniature  rifle  range. 

System  of  Payments  and  Accounts 

67.  The  Military  Committee  of  the  university  will  be 
responsible  that  a  proper  account  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
ture of  funds  received  from  the  Militia  Departmenet  is  kept. 

Efficiency  grants  will  be  paid  to  the  Militia  Committee 
for  disbursement. 

Accounts  in  connection  with  pay  and  grants  from  the 
Militia  Department  will  be  subject  to  regular  audit  by  the 
Department. 

Claims  for  pay,  allowances  and  grants  will  be  prepared  in 
duplicate  and  rendered  in  accordance  with  Par.  87. 
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Drill  Hall 

68.  The  Dominion  Government,  as  represented  by  the 
Department  of  Militia  and  Defence,  will  contribute  toward  the 
construction  of  a  drill  hall  by  the  university,  one-half  of  the 
cost  of  the  building.  The  Department  will  also  keep  the  said 
building  in  repair,  and  provide  for  the  caretaking,  heating 
and  lighting  thereof,  conditional  on  the  property  (building 
and  site)  being  vested  in  the  Crown,  free  from  all  debt.  If 
the  university  will  provide  temporary  accommodation  for  a 
drill  hall,  the  Militia  Department  will  heat  and  light  the 
building  and  provide  a  caretaker. 

X— UNIFORM,  ARMS,   EQUIPMENT  AND  BOOKS. 

General 

69.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  Regula- 
tions, the  provisions  of  ''Regulations  for  the  Equipment  of  the 
Canadian  Militia"  and  of  ''Regulations  for  the  Clothing  of  the 
Canadian  Militia"  will  apply  to  the  Canadian  Officers  Train- 
ing Corps.

70.  Each  officer  and  member  will  receive  a  free  issue 
of  clothing  and  equipment  on  the  following  scale:

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Inspection 

71.  The  clothing  and  equipment  will  be  inspected  annu- 
ally by  an  officer  detailed  by  the  Divisional  or  District  Com- 
mander, and  is  to  be  accounted  for  on  M.F.B. 

All  transactions  shown  in  the  accounts  are  to  be  supported 
by  completed  vouchers. 

Officer's  Uniform 

72.  Officers  will  wear  the  uniform  of  the  contingent  to 
which  they  belong,  except  that  officers  belonging  to  other 
units,  attached  for  duty  to,  or  seconded  for  service  with,  the 
Canadian  Officers  Training  Corps  may  wear  the  uniform  of 
their  permanent  unit. 

Parades 

73.  Service  dress  uniforms  will  be  worn  on  all  parades. 

Patterns 

74.  No  deviation  from  authorized  patterns  or  articles 
of  uniform  is  permitted. 

Shoulder   Badge 

75.  Members  will  wear  the  initials  of  the  corps  in  brass, 
on  the  shoulder  strap  of  the  jacket,  in  the  following  form: 
C.O.T.C. 

Cap   Badge 

76.  Contingents  may  select  their  own  cap  badges,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Militia  Council. 

Badges 

77.  Chevrons,  badges  of  rank  and  badges  for  signalling 
will  be  of  the  patterns  authorized  for  the  Active  Militia. 

Efficiency  Badges 

78.  An  efficiency  badge  may  be  worn  by  members  shewn 
as  efficient  in  the  last  annual  return.  This  badge  will  consist 
of  a  hollow  diamond  of  white  piping  or  embroidery  Vs  in. 
wide  on  scarlet  cloth  2%  in.  long  and  %  in.  deep.  It  will  be 
worn  on  the  right  forearm. 
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Badge    for   Certificates 

79.  Members  who  have  passed  the  examination  for 
Certificates  '*A"  or  ''B"  will  wear  a  four-pointed  star  IV2  in. 
in  diameter  on  the  right  arm  above  the  elbow,  and  above  any 
badges  of  rank.  For  those  who  qualify  in  ''A"  the  star  will 
be  in  red  worsted  and  for  those  who  qualify  in  '*B"  in  gold 
embroidery. 

Musketry  Badge 

80.  A  musketry  efficiency  badge  in  worsted  embroidery 
will  be  worn  on  the  left  forearm  by  a  member  who  performs 
the  musketry  course  laid  down  for  the  Canadian  Officers* 
Training  Corps,  and  is  classified  as  a  first-class  shot. 

Ammunition 

81.  The  annual  allowance  of  ammunition  will  be: 
.303  service,  100  rounds  per  officer  or  member 
Gallery 

In  cases  where  the  service  ammunition  is  not  required  an 
equivalent  amount  of  gallery  may  be  issued  in  lieu. 

Musketry  Equipment 

82.  Tripods  and  sub-target  guns  for  preliminary  mus- 
ketry instruction,  and  Esdale  targets  for  use  on  miniature 
ranges,  will  be  provided  by  the  Militia  Department. 

Books 

83.  A  free  issue  of  books  (Regulations,  Training, 
Manuals,  etc.)  will  be  made  on  the  scale  laid  down  in  Appendix 
V. 

XI— REGISTRATION  AND  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Record   of    Service 

84.  In  all  contingents  of  the  Canadian  Officers  Training 
Corps  a  register  will  be  kept  in  Army  Book  214  by  ofl[icers 
commanding  units,  giving  the  record  of  every  member. 

Discharge 

85.  When  a  member  leaves  a  contingent  Militia  Form  B 
423  will  be  prepared  in  duplicate,  one  copy  will  be  forwarded 
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to  the  member  and  be  retained  by  him,  the  other  will  be 
forwarded  to  Militia  Headquarters. 

Militia  List 

86.  The  names  of  members  who  have  obtained  Cer- 
tificates ''A"  or  "B"  and  have  not  accepted  commissions  in  the 
Active  Militia,  will  be  published  under  a  special  list  in  the 
Militia  List. 

An  officer  of  the  Active  Militia  who  is  in  possession  of 
Certificate  "A"  or  '^"  will  have  the  letters  c.o.t.c.  or  CO  T.C. 
shown  after  his  name  in  the  Militia  List. 

87.  Reports  and  returns  will  be  rendered  in  duplicate,  as 
shown  in  the  following  schedule. 

Those  intended  for  Militia  Headquarters  will  be  sub- 
mitted through  the  Divisional  or  District  Commander.

FOR    C.  0.  T.  C. 


Organization  and  Building  Committee  to  consist  of  three  members,  one  repre- 
senting the  Principal,  one  the  Department  of  Militia  and  Defence,  and  one  the 
Donor,  who  shall  prepare  plans,  specifications,  rules,  etc.  Donor  to  give  building 
and  furnishings  on  satisfactory  conditions  and  details  being  prepared  and  adopted 
by  all  three  members. 

Department  of  Militia  and  Defence  to  provide : 

1.  The  usual  free  rations  for  members  of  the  C.O.T.C; 

2.  To  provide  Adjutant  and  N.C.O.  Instructor  from  Perraanent  Force; 

3.  To  provide  for  course  of  lectures  and  examinations  in  Military  subjects; 

4.  To  provide  Drill  Hall  and  Armouries  with  gymnasium  equipment. 

CONDITIONS: 

1.  All  students  taking  advantage  of  the  Residence  to  be  members  of  the 
C.O.T.C,  and  to  become  efficient  members  of  the  C.O.T.C.  after  one  year; 

2.  Residents  to  pay  a  sufficient  sum  per  week  for  board  to  cover  expenses 
of  servants,  heating,  fuel,  maintenance,  etc.; 

3.  Residents  to  be  subject  to  such  rules  regarding  conditions  of  residence 
as  may  be  issued  from  time  to  time  by  order  of  the  Governing  Board; 

4.  Privilege  of  residence  to  be  distributed  as  nearly  equally  as  practicable 
among  the  different  yearly  classes ; 

5.  Residents  to  perform  at  least  six  hours'  drill  or  training  per  week,  in- 
cluding a  prescribed  course  of  lectures  on  Military  subjects,  and  attend  annual 
training  camp  as  specified  by  the  Board  of  Governors  from  time  to  time; 

6  The  Governing  Board  to  consist  of  the  Principal  of  the  University,  the 
Officer  Commanding  the  Military  District  in  which  the  University  is  situated,  and 
the  Commandant  of  the  Royal  Military  College,  who  shall  be  in  duty  bound  to 
administer  the  residence  at  all  times  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  gift.
